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BRITISH MAY ABOPT
USE OF STEEL HELMET

Breastplate May Also be Used by
Troops in France and
Flanders.

—— e

London, Aug 3.—The London news-
papers are urging upon the British
government the advisability of adopt-
ing the steel helmet, as well as some
glmple form  of protective breast
armor, for the troops in France and
Flanders. France, Russia and Ger-
many have been experimenting along
this line for some time, and France
has recently definitely adopted a light
steel helmet suggesting in design the
head-plece worn by men-at-arms six
—
centuries ago,
“Ope of .e most remarkable fea-
tures of this war,” remarks the
Times, “has been the return to older,
if not to ancient, methods. The steel
fort hay been diseredited and the
carthwork justified; the strenglth and
direction of the wind has become a
leading factor once again, as it was
In the days of bows and arrows,
since aeroplanes are affected by the
wind and gas attacks determined by
it; hand grenades, bombs, and cata-
pulis bhave assumed real importance.
Finally the question of armor for the
fighting man himself, has come up
for consideration.”
The value of a light protective ar-
mor Is attested in several recent ur-
ticles in the British medical jour-
nals. Dr, Devraigns, a French army
surgeon, discusses in the Lancet the
result of his tests of the new French
helmet and gives it his unqualified
endorsemént. “The soldicr who wears
a helmet,” he says, “escaped light
wounds of the head and even wounds
that would in ordineiv circumstances
have been severe are greatly mitigat-
ed. The helmet frequently turns off
the bullet, In other cases dents or
stops it, while in other cases it is
perforated but acts ps a heavy drag
upon the force of the projectile so
that hair and dirt are not driven into
the tissucs of the head.”

Dr. A. J. Hewitt, chief surgeon of
the warship Pagasus in her fight with
the Koenigsberg, writes in the Jour-
nal of the Royal Medical Service urg-

tective armor by dhe navy. One of
the remarkable features of the wounds
which came under his ohservation, he
says, was the smaller penetrating
power of the fragments of projectiles
in: open spaces 1lke the upper deck.
The danger one so far as life was

“One seaman,” writes Dr, Hewitt,
“had his right arm so shattered that
conmpléte. ampiitation was necessary,
but & fregment of the same shell hit
tne brass buckle of his beit, breaking
it bty not eéven bruising the abdomen,
Smai; ents were also the cause
of the ldis of four eyes, but I am of
the opinfon that a pair of motor EOg-
Bles would have saved all these, A
case of injury to the jugular veln
taused by a minute particle of shell
probably could have been stopped by
a4 Hnen collar. it

“In my oplniun a coat of light chain
armor, or even leather with a palr
ol goggles made from toughened mo-
tor screen glass, would be invaluable
to captains of destroyers, navigatcrs,
and others in exposed positions who
are likely to ehcounter ships armed
with similar guns.”

Dr. Delorms, medical inspector gen-
eral of the/French army, believes that
protective armor would cause g mark-
€d deécrease in the large humber of
minor wounds which have saerious re-
sults owing to the development of in-
fection. “It is infection through hair,
whreds of headgear, sofled bullets, {r-
regular, dressing, ete,.” he ‘Bays, “that
makes minor head lesions so danger-
ous and causes a mortality varying
from 15 to 57 per cent.”

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TRO0PS HEAR DIXMUDE.
RASING VEGETABLES

Belgian Lines There Stationary so
Long M:=n are Becoming
Domesticated.

Lunkirk, France, Aug. 4.—The Bel-
gian lines along the flooded district
north of Dixmude have been practie-
ally stationary for so long a time that
the soldlers are heginning i assiime
the domestic charaiteristics of set-
tlers. Chicken coops are found at
frequent intervals in the clear Apaces
behind the trenches, awd hundreds
©? small vegetable gardens provide
sariety to the dally menu of  their

Idier owners. Officers and  men
find frequent  opportunity o glve
themselves the pleasure of an after-
noon's fishing, the usual reward he-
fng a fair haul of savory carp. found
in the streams and canals which emp-
ty themselves Into the flooded dis-
tricts,

The flooded district in front of the
Belgian base positlon now  covers
about ten thousamd aeres, extending
in a huge rectangle from north of
Dixmude to a point east of Nieuport,
It I8 hardly correct to say that the
Belglan lines have been absolutely
stationary here, even for the past few
monthe. Little by little the Relgians
have pushed forward here and there,

vance trenches in most places well
on the north side of the flooded area,
at distances of a mile to two miles and
from their base positions,

These advance positions are ap-
proached across the water barrier
over narrow roadways of planking
supported on piles. All the suplies
for the (roops in the advanced
trenches are carried from the base
over these crooked rickety, bridges.

Although the mosquitoes, milllgns
of them, make their presence con-
stantly known throughout the flooded
arca, the sanltary conditions every-
where are excellent, and the health of
the soldiers has been phenomenally
good. The fear that contamination of
the stagnant flood waters would in-
evitably lead to epidemics has baen
neutralized by the excellent work of
the Belglan medical and sanitary of-
ficers, who with great care have re-
moved and destroyed overy possible
source of contamination, particularly
the dead bodies of men and horses
which for a time rése frequently to
the surface of the waters.

The average depth of the water in
the flooded arey is about four feet, It
